The 
following shall be put into account: 

- The title of The Muslim World League and The World Wide Association for Introducing Islam on the right hand 
upper part of the paper. 

- The logo of the Association shall be placed in the upper left part of the page. 

- The main title is put in the end of the first third of the paper, a little higher than the middle. It shall be in 
a clearer and more special font than other parts of the page. 

- The name of the author and information about htm shall be stated. 

- Date of submitting the paper (A.M. and A.D.) in the middle of the last half of the paper.

The font used in the paper shall be: ARIAL, size 16 for content and 18 for titles. 

- The subtitle is placed immediately under the main title. It shall be smaller in size. 

- Side titles shall be placed immediately under subtitles. It shall be smaller than the one above.
